The 1983 Holy Year commemorating 
the 1,950th anniversary of the 
redemption begins this Friday (Mar. 25) 
for Catholics throughout the world. First 
proclaimed last fall by Pope John Paul II, 
it is unique among the 27 Jubilee years 
since 1300 which have preceded it. 

Citing a “‘providential coincidence’’ 
between the holy year itself and the

Slain archbishop 
still controversial

On March 24, 1980, Salvadoran 
Archbishop Oscar Arnulfo Romero of 
San Salvador was shot to death while 
celebrating Mass. Three years later the 
image of the archbishop is as controversial 
as he was at the time of his death. 


In El Salvador some praise him as a 
supporter of guerrilla~ insurrection and 
use him as an anti-government symbol. 
Others revile him as a fomenter of 
subversion and have protested a poster 
photo of. the . archbishop 
shaking hands with Pope John Paul II 
and carrying the legend, ‘‘messengers of

peace. 


YET TO Pope John Paul II, who 
prayed at the archbishop’s tomb during 
his March 6 visit to El Salvador, 
Archbishop Romero was a ‘‘conscientious 
and venerated pastor.’’ 


The current controversy revolves 
around Archbishop Romero’s stand on 
the use of political violence. In August 
1979 he issued a pastoral letter at the time 
guerrilla groups were beginning to launch 
major offensives. The letter strongly 
criticized the government for allowing

fall, whose theme is reconciliation and 
penance, the pontiff hopes the world’s 
784,000,000 Catholics will use the Holy 
Year to revive in themselves ‘‘the sense of 
God and the sense of sin, the sense of the 
greatness of God’s forgiveness, the sense 
of importance of the sacrament of 
penance for human and Christian 
growth, and indeed for the very renewal 
of society.” 


ALSO, FOR the first time, Catholics 
will no longer have to go to Rome to 
obtain the Holy Year indulgence. In a 
Jan. 25 letter to the bishops of the 2,405 
dioceses throughout the world, the pontiff 
asked each ordinary to hold a ‘‘special 
celebration’ linked to the opening of the 
Jubilee year in St. Peter’s Basilica; in 
addition, the local bishop may designate 
one or more churches in the local diocese 
where the indulgence may be gained. 


The Holy Year itself, marking 1,950 
years since the death-and resurrection of 
Christ, will begin just before sundown 
Mar. 25, when Pope John Paul II will 
strike the Holy Door of St. Peter’s 
Basilica three times with a silver hammer, 
an act which has opened the Jubilee year 
for centuries. The door was last opened in 
1975 by Pope Paul VI, and was not 
expected to be opened again until the year 
2000 (holy years’ now coming every 
quarter-century, according to present 


practice). 
In his Jan. 6 bull Aperite Portas 
Redemptori (‘‘Open the doors to the 


redeemer’’), the pontiff decreed that the 
Jubilee would begin on the Feast of the 
Annunciation, ‘‘which recalis_ the 
providential moment when thé eternal 
word, becoming man through the power 
of the Holy Spirit in the womb of the 
Virgin Mary, became a sharer in our 
flesh, that through death He might 
destroy him who has the power of death, 
that is the devil, and deliver all those who

“If I could stay here until midnight, I’d 
have people here all night long wanting to 
use them (computers),’’ Dominican 
Sister Kathleen Clausen, prinicipal of All 
Hallows Academy, said. 


WHEN ALL Hallows’ second through 
eighth graders use three Apple II Plus 
computers they feel ‘‘in total control,’’ 
Sister Kathleen theorized. When they 
make a mistake in mathematics, language 
or programing, the computer tells them 
how to correct it, she said. 


CHULA VISTA — The St. Rose of 
Lima adult choir, directed by JoAnne 
Sinatra, will present The Passion 
According to St. John by Heinrich Schutz 
on Good Friday, April 1: Two 
performances are scheduled — 12 noon 
and again at 7 p.m.

Sixth, seventh and eighth 
graders take a course in ‘‘computer 
literacy’’ where they learn computer 
language and how to write a program. 
They learn ‘‘logo language,’’ or 
computer graphics, in the second part of 
the program. 


STUDENTS AT Academy of Our

Bolstering mathematics and language 
arts skills at all grade levels is the primary 
function of St. Jude Academy’s computer 
program. The inner-city school has three 
Apple II Plus units. Grades four through

SAME AIMS — Karl Marx and the 
Catholic Church have the same ‘‘aims of 
liberation’? but sharply disagree on the 
‘‘historic possibilities’? for such liberation, 
according to Italian Catholic philosopher 
Armando Rigobello. Rigobello analyzed the 
two viewpoints in L’Osservatore Romano, the 
Vatican newspaper, on March 15, the 100th 
anniversary of Marx’s death.

Irish Prime Minister Garret 
Fitzgerald viewed the parade from the site of 
the 1916 Easter uprising against British rule 
that led to the formation of the Irish Free State 
five years later. Earlier in the day, speaking on 
ABC’s Good Morning America, Fitzgerald 
denounced the way the New York parade had 
been used to express support for the IRA, 
calling it a ‘‘blasphemous desecration.’’ In 
Belfast, Northern Ireland, a rocket attack on a 
British Army personnel carrier seriously 
wounded a soldier who is likely to lose both 
legs. | 

LEFTISTS DEFENDED —The Catholic 
Institute for International Relations has 
published a strong defense of Nicaragua’s 
Sandinista government, but admitted the 
government is losing the support of Church 
officials and the business community. The 
institute’s periodical, Comment, published a 
lengthy article on Nicaragua which was 
written before the March 4 papal trip to that 
country. Popularly known as CIIR, the 
institute is an authorized agency of the English 
and Welsh bishops that provides information 
about international issues and _ recruits 
volunteers for work abroad. 


‘GANG’ DEATH — Msgr. Ovidio 
Cassola, retired 71-year-old professor of 
Canon Law at Rome’s Lateran University, 
was found dead in his ransacked apartment in 
Rome. He apparently was the victim of the so- 
called ‘‘convent gang,’’ and was the first death 
in a wave of 10 robberies or assaults on priests 
and nuns in Rome since late February.

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‘MENTALLY FIT’ — Juan Fernandez 
Krohn, 33, who tried to attack Pope John Paul 
II in Fatima during the pope’s 1982 visit to 
Portugal, is mentally fit to stand trial, judicial 
sources said recently in Lisbon. The sources 
said the trial would resume in April after 
having been suspended last fall to allow 
psychiatric testing of Krohn. Earlier Krohn 
reportedly said he tried to stab the pontiff 
because he thought Pope John Paul had 
betrayed the Church. He was ordained illicity 
by suspended French Archbishop Marcel 
Lefebvre, an ultra-conservative who thinks 
Vatican II reforms were wrong. 


‘SORRY’ — The convicted assailant of 
Pope John Paul II admires the pope and is 
sorry for his crime, he allegedly wrote in a 
letter published in his native Turkey. The 
contents of Mehmet Ali Agca’s letter were 
widely reported in Italy, where Agca is serving 
a life sentence for his May 1981 attempted 
assassination of the pope. The reports did not 
question the authenticity of the letter, which 
appeared on the front page of an Istanbul 
daily. Agca spoke of the need for a ‘‘service for 
peace and friendship in the world today.’’ He 
said Pope John Paul is ‘‘one of the rare men 
who best grasp this reality.’ 
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Missionary bridge between East and West 


It is 400 years since Matteo Ricci, a 
Jesuit priest, arrived in China as a 
missionary. It was the culmination of a 
dream which had animated his brother 
Jesuit, St. Francis Xavier, who had died 
30 years earlier on a small island in 
sight of Great China. 

It was Father Ricci who would take 
those steps which the saintly Francis 
Xavier could not, enter China and 
eventually so win the affection of the 
Chinese that they would give him a 
permanent place in their history and 
culture. 

Father Ricci is called the ‘‘bridge’’ 
between the civilization of Europe and 
that of China. It was in Peking, capital 
of China, where his work was fruitful 
and remarkable and where his tomb has 
been venerated by generations of 
Chinese. 

Other Europeans such as Marco Polo 
and the Franciscans John of 
Montcorvino and John of Pian del 
Carpine, had already made some 
contacts with China in previous 
centuries. But Father Ricci became

deeply involved in understanding 
Chinese culture, bringing the west to 
the east and vice versa. 

So it is not surprising that the bishops 
of Taiwan are commemorating the Holy 
Year by having a ‘‘year of 
evangelization’ in honor of the 400th 
anniversary of Matteo Ricci. The 
challenge they have given themselves is 
“each Christian convert a friend’’ and 
“each family become . entirely 
Christian.” Maybe we need a similar 
movement here. 


Their goal is 30,000 new Christians 
by November, and every Christian to 
have a personal copy of the Bible and 
read it. That’s for Taiwan, friend of the 
United States. Maybe they'll be sending 
us missionaries one day! 

Father Ricci had such a remarkable 
effect on the Chinese that the emperor 
himself donated the land for the priest’s 
tomb, an unprecedented event. 

The tomb is the ‘grain of wheat’’ in 
the soil of China still to yield its fruit a 
hundredfold. 
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Court makes secularism established religion, says Peoria bishop

SPRINGFIELD, Ill. (NC) — The 


Supreme Court is making secularism 
‘the established religion in the public- 
school system,’’ Bishop Edward 
O’Rourke of Peoria, Ill., said March 12 
during the Illinois First Amendment 
Congress in Springfield. 


Speaking as a member of a panel on 
freedom of religion, the bishop said that 
the high court for the past 36 years has 
the scope of the 
Establishment Clause, resulting in an 
impairment of the free exercise of 
religion.”’ 


THE PANEL was part of the third 
annual event sponsored by the Illinois 
Freedom of Information Council, a 
coalition of journalism organizations and 
other groups concerned with the rights 
guaranteed by the First Amendment — 
religion, press, speech and assembly. 


The audience of mostly journalists 
from throughout the state heard Bishop 
O’Rourke and Nancy Bothne, American 
Civil Liberties Union legislative and field 
representative, discuss religious issues as 
they pertain to the Constitution. 


The bishop said that the impairment by 
the Supreme Court of freedom of religion 
was particularly evident in the ‘‘severe 
restriction’? regarding the cost of 
education -of -children in non-public 
schools. 


CITING THE 1925 Oregon. school 
case of Pierce vs. Society of Sisters, in 
which the Supreme Court upheld the 
right of parents to control the education of 
their children, the bishop said the court 
has since that time ‘‘drifted into a stance 
which makes the exercise of that right by 
‘parents of modest means practically 
impossible.’” 


“Such parents may be compelled by 
conscience to enroll their children in a 
school in which religion and religious 
values are taught. Although we can 
separate church from state, a religious 
person cannot separate religion from 
life.”’ 


The Educational Opportunity and 
Equity Act of 1983 currently before 
Congress would provide up to $300 a year 
to parents of children attending private 
school. ‘‘Yet, those, parents are taxed for 
the support of a school system in which 
they cannot in good conscience 
participate,’’ the bishop said. 


MISS BOTHNE said that by granting 
tuition ‘tax credits ‘“‘the government 
would be supporting private schools and 
the views and religion that those schools 
maintain.’’ 


She said that the ‘‘wall of separation 


between church and state need not be a 
hostile one,’’ but should be a “‘steady 
one.”’ 

Bishop O’Rourke said the tax credit 
issue as interpreted by the Supreme Court 
contradicts the intentions of those who 
drafted the First Amendment. 


THE FIRST Amendment states: 
“Congress shall make no law respecting 
an establishment of religion, or 
prohibiting the free exercise thereof; or 
abridging the freedom of speech, of the 
press; of the right of the people peaceably 
to assemble and to petition the 


government for a redress of grievances.”’ 


The bishop said that the congressional 
debate in 1789 concerning the 
amendment reflected a ‘‘benign 
neutrality of religion, not an opposition. 
The only prohibition stated is against the 


’ establishment of a particular organized 


religious body by the Congress.”’ 


IN REPLY to a question from the 
audience concerning the Church’s 
responsibility to public education, the 
bishop said the Church provides a second 
option. ‘‘The greatest contribution the 
Diocese of Peoria has made in its 106 


years of existence is the some 60 
elementary and high schaols we've 
maintained. Non-public schools save the 
government billions of dollars a year.’’ 


The bishop also noted that Catholic 
schools benefit all of society. He cited the 
1981 studies of James Coleman, entitled 
Public and Private Schools, which 
reported that private school students are 
academically superior when matched with 
public school students having similar 
backgrounds and are ‘‘clearly more 
receptive to black students than the public 
schools,’’ the bishop said. 


Parish Profile: St. Charles, Impe

IMPERIAL BEACH — When Father 
Patrick Mullarkey first came to St. 
Charles parish in 1979, he was surprised 
by the number of children and young 


-families there. Ministering to them has 


required youth-centered activities 
including the two Boy Scout troops, CCD 
programs addressing contemporary 
themes; and sacramental programs 
requiring parental involvement. 


Affordable housing attracts many 
young families to Imperial Beach, Father 
Mullarkey said. St. Charles has over 
2,000 registered families. Twelve to 15 
percent of the churchgoers are Hispanic, 
20-25 percent are Filipino, and about 20 
percent are from the military, Father 
Mullarkey said. 


‘SCOUTING IS a very strong 
tradition here. That’s a_ religious 
experience as well,’’ Father Mullarkey 
said. The parish has two troops, several 
Eagle scouts and ten scouts in the Ad 
Altare Dei program, In Altare Dei, the 
scouts learn ‘“‘in depth about each 
sacrament. Part of that requires attending 
a sacramental service,’’ Father Peter 


Navarra, an associate at St. Charles.said. ., 


There are 1,460 children in a variety of 
CCD programs for preschool through 
high school. Classes are offered 
weeknights, afternoons and weekends, 
both in Spanish and English. Each 
student attends just once a week. 


Students are ‘‘harder to hold as they 
get older,’’ Eileen Hanson, the CCD 
coordinator, said. ‘‘We’re trying all 
means to keep the kids interested and 
motivated,’’ she said. But that doesn’t 
mean the basics aren’t taught. 


MOST JUNIOR high students take 
confirmation classes. There is a basic 
doctrine class for teenagers — they learn 
prayers, study about Jesus and what it 
means to be Catholic. High school 
students who need confirmation 
instruction have their own class.

routines,’’ Father Vincent Lorenz, the 
pastor, said. 

THE COMING of Lent inspired 
Father Lorenz to start an informal adult 
education program. He encouraged 
parishioners to attend nightly Mass on the 
Tuesday before Ash Wednesday. The 
churchgoers gathered in the hall 
afterward and Father Lorenz answered 
questions about the meaning of Ash 
Wednesday. ; 


He thinks ‘‘superstition’’ is a reason 
1,500 people will attend the distribution 
of ashes while only 200 will come to Mass 
the following Sunday. 


The Tuesday evening question-and- 
answer format has been so successful, 
Father Lorenz has decided to hold them 
throughout the year. 

THE SUCCESS of an anointing of the 
sick service held during Advent at St. 
Patrick Church in Carlsbad prompted 
Father Scott McColl to organize one for 
the Lenten season. Parishioners who 
appreciated the early service helped plan 
the latest one which ‘‘fell together...like 
it was meant to be,’’ Father McColl, an 
associate at the north county parish, said. 


About 150 people attended the 
anointing service on March 7. Afterward, 
about. 70 senior citizens attended a free 
luncheon organized by the parish. The 
chicken and rice meal was a “‘treat’’ from 
the parish to the seniors. The Legion of 
Mary helped provide transportation. 


St. Patrick’s altar is flanked with two 
birch trees during Lent. The once bare- 
branched trees have begun to leaf, 
providing a symbol of the new life that 
begins in the Holy Season, Father McColl 
said. 

©HE CARLSBAD parish also has 
‘‘routine’’ Lenten observances such as 
taking down banners and _ providing 


weekly Stations of the Cross and 
Benediction services. 
Father McColl wanted ‘“‘something 


different’’ for the parish this Lent, so he 
has incorporated Vespers into the nightly 
Mass because ‘‘the Church calls: °all 
Christians to pray the prayer of 
Christians.”’ hes 4 


Several parishes, including St. Patrick 
and Spring Valley’s Santa Sophia have 
“soup and bread’’ meals that serve as 
fundraisers for the poor while providing 
the possibility for self-denial. The meals 
also show a church’s “‘solidarity with the 
poor,’’ Father McColl said. 


SANTA SOPHIA parish had a soup 
and bread night on Ash Wednesday and 
will hold one on Good Friday. Donations 
for the meals will be given to the poor. 


All daily Masses offered during Lent at 
Santa Sophia include a homily. Friday 
mornings after the early Mass, the Spring 
Valley church offers Exposition of the 
Blessed Sacrament, rosary and 
meditation. Group reconciliation and 
lectures on the Sacraments by Father Burt 
Boudoin are part of the Lenten 
observance there. 


Parishioners are encouraged to attend 
Friday night Stations of the Cross-to pray 
and meditate together on the suffering 
and death of Jesus. 


EL CENTRO’s Our Lady of 
Guadalupe parish and its mission church 
at Heber are the sites for weekly talks by 
Father Alfonso Chavez on ‘‘Preparation 
for Easter.’’ Extra night Masses are 
offered twice weekly during Lent at 
Sacred Heart Church in Heber. 


‘‘The Journey of Awareness’’ is the 
general theme of sermons for the six 
Sundays in Lent at St. Patrick parish in 
North Park. ‘‘The journey to glory’’ and 
“‘the journey to deliverance’’ are some of 
the specific topics addressed, Augustinian 
Father Gary Sanders said.

Holy Year 1983 


In his address to the Curia on December 23, 1982, Pope 
John Paul II announced a jubilee year to be celebrated 
from March 25, 1983, the feast of the Annunciation of Our 
Lord, until Easter Sunday, April 22, 1984. 

In the Old Testament, the Book of Leviticus speaks of a 
jubilee year to be celebrated every 50th year beginning on 
the Day of Atonement. 


The jubilee year was a time for the restoration of 
alienated lands, the freedom of Hebrew slaves and the 
abstaining from sowing and harvesting. 

The medieval popes applied the themes of freedom, 
redemption and restoration from the Hebrew jubilee in a 
spiritual sense in the establishment of the Christian Holy 
Year. 


The first Christian Holy Year was proclaimed by Pope 


Boniface VIII in 1300 and began on the evening of 
December 24. It was to be celebrated as a year of 
pilgrimage and prayer with special opportunities for 
reconciliation with the Church and spiritual enrichment. 


Pope Boniface envisioned the Holy Year as being 
celebrated at the beginning of each century. Succeeding 
popes established the practice of celebrating a Holy Year 
every 25 years, with extraordinary Holy Years to 
commemorate significant anniversaries of Our Lord’s 
Resurrection. 


In this century, the regular Holy Years have been 
celebrated every 25 years — the most recent being 
observed in 1975. | 

A special Holy Year was celebrated in 1933 in 
commemoration of Our Lord’s Resurrection and this year 
will initiate observance of the 1,950th anniversary of that 
saving event. 


Pope John Paul II has designated the theme of the Holy 
Year as the ‘‘Year of Redemption.’’ He has asked that 
other Christian churches join in the celebration which 
unites all of us in the one love of Christ, crucified and risen. 

Catholics should take the lead in responding to the 
invitation of the Holy Father to make of this year a 
religious jubilee which will provide for all men and women 
solace and hope.

‘Double-think’ 


Sister Carolyn Link’s ‘“‘Open Letter to 
Sister Mansour’’ aptly appeared in a 
column entitled ‘‘Reflections.’’ 
However, what it reflected was a tragic 
image of ersatz theology, slipshod 
psychology and wildly illogical 
conclusions. 


Archbishop Szoka did not place Sister 
in ‘‘...a very difficult position...’’

Prayer for Vocations (May 1, 1983) 


Twenty years have gone by since the dear and venerated Pope 
Paul VI had the inspiration to call the whole Church, by means 
of a special ‘‘day,’’ to meditate and pray for vocations specially 
consecrated to the cause of the Gospel. Many happy things, and 
less happy ones, have happened in these twenty years. 

There has been the successful conclusion of the Second 
Vatican Council, which devoted so much attention to a detailed 
study of the priestly, religious and missionary vocation and 
mission, in the living light of the word of God and of Christian 
tradition. The council has left us the legacy of a wealth of 
teaching, which all believers have the right and the duty to know 
exactly, also for the purpose of making clearer choices for their 
personal lives. 

During the course of these years some churches have suffered, 
not only because of external persecutions, but also from internal 
difficulties, whereby considerable sufferings have been caused to 
the Church precisely by those who ought to have offered her the 
most comfort. 

But the Lord has also given us the consolation of seeing in 
many parts of the Church the beginnings of a new situation, for 
there is an ever-increasing number of those following His call. 
For this comforting reawakening and renewed generosity we 
thank the Lord, who has heard the prayers of His church. 

Vocations to the priesthood and the consecrated life exist in the 
Church and for the Church in accordance with God’s plan, 
which in His love He has willed to reveal to us. Therefore they 
exist for a specific mission of their own, which is not to be 
confused with any other purely human ideal, however noble. 
May the Lord Jesus grant us the grace to know, to believe, to 
accept, through His word, these calls, which belong to the 
mystery of His merciful love. 

The Church is a gift of God for the salvation of humanity. 
Therefore vocations to the total service of the Church are also a 
special gift of God. For this reason we ask this gift from Him 
alone for He alone can give it. We ask for it with our hearts open 
to the world, looking to the good of all humanity. Remember that 
the Lord Jesus has invited us to pray for vocations, precisely 
because His merciful heart saw the world’s suffering: ‘‘When He 
saw the crowds, He had compassion for them, because they were 

charassed and helpless, like sheep without a shepherd. Then He 
said to His disciples, ‘The harvest is plentiful, but the laborers 
are few; pray therefore the Lord of the harvest to send out 
laborers into His harvest.’ ’’ (Mt. 9:36-38). 

You are familiar with these words of the council: ‘“The duty of 
fostering vocations’’ to the priesthood — and this holds for every 
consecrated vocation — ‘‘falls on the whole Christian 
community, and they should discharge it principally by living full 
Christian lives.’? The Lord Jesus has spoken of the ‘‘good soil’’ 
which ‘“‘brought forth grain, some a hundredfold, some sixty, 
some thirty’? (Mt. 18:8). Where there is faith, prayer, love, 
apostolate, Christian living, there the gifts of God abound. 


~ Brothers and sons and daughters, let us reflect upon our grave 


responsibility. 

God calls whom He wishes out of the free initiative of His love. 
But He also wishes to call through us. This is how the Lord Jesus 
acted. It was Andrew who brought to Him his brother Peter. 
Jesus called Philip, but it was Philip who called Nathanael (cf. Jn 
1:33 ff). One should not fear to suggest directly to young or not 
so young persons the call of the Lord. It is an act of esteem and 
trust. It can be a moment of light and grace. 

And so I invite you to join me in my prayer: 


Lord Jesus, in this Holy Year in which we relive the event and 
the mystery of your redeeming sacrifice for the salvation of 
humanity, hear our plea: 


¢ Through your Spirit, renew your Church, that she may be 
enabled to offer the world in ever greater measure the fruits of 
your redemption; 


© Through your Spirit, strengthen in their holy resolves those 
who have dedicated their lives to your Church: in the priesthood, 
the diaconate, the Religious life, the missionary institutes, the 
other forms of consecrated life; you who have called them to your 
service make them perfect co-workers in your work of salvation. 


¢ Through your Spirit, increase the calls to your service: you 
read human hearts, and you know that many are ready to follow 
you and work for you; give to many young and not so young 
people the generosity needed for accepting your call, give them 
the strength needed for accepting the sacrifices that this entails, 
give them the joy of carrying the cross that goes with their choice, 


as you were the first to carry it, in the certainty of the ©

Man of sorrows, acquainted with grief 


On a television talk show some weeks ago a 
psychologist discussed the prevalence of violence and 
ascribed this to a deficiency of love and cherishing in 
infancy. He went on to state that the main-line religions 
have encouraged violent reactions by the images they 
present and the kind of moral strictures they propound. 


Look at the very basis of the Christian religion, he said, 
which is an act of extreme violence that kills Jesus! “‘And 
they call it an act of love,’’ he added. It was one of those 
comments that makes one reach for the telephone and a 
shillelagh at the same time! It was the first time I had 
heard the crucifixion described as an act of love. True, 
Jesus submitted to it in love. God allowed it to happen to 
His Son for love of us. But who would be misguided 
enough to allege that the authorities who committed the 
crime did so out of love? 


MOST OF THE evil and aberrational behavior that 
afflicts us has its roots in our deficiency in loving and 
cherishing each other, not only in infancy but throughout 
our lifetimes. Jesus knew that before psychologists were 
dreamed of, and God has known it since before time; the 
whole power and thrust of the Christian message is that 
only through love will we overcome what is evil and 
progress to the fulfillment of our human being. 

The crucifixion does not contradict that. On the 
contrary, it points out that we are so unfamiliar with the 
truth of loving and so threatened by its implications that

Moral Perspectives

As the season of Lent comes to its ending, the Christian 
eye cannot help but to focus on the major events of the 
Lord’s paschal mystery: His suffering, death, 
resurrection and ascension. ; 

His suffering and death initiate the saving events of this 
great mystery. The Lord’s crucifixion stands alone in the 
history of humankind as one of the most lucid moral 
statements that humanity does not always reward the 
good and punish the evil. 


THE LORD’S crucifixion finds other Calvaries in 
every age of human history where men and women have 
their basic human rights violated, destroyed or mutilated. 

The Lord’s resurrection must stand as a moral 
rejoinder: human dignity must never be soiled. As John 
Paul II has rightly announced, ‘‘We cry out once more: 
Respect man! He is the image of God!”’ 

In November of 1980, as one example, the American 
bishops offered four reasons,why the death penalty should 
be abolished: 

© We need not take life for life; we can break the cycle 
of violence; 

e We must manifest our belief in the unique worth 
and dignity of each person; 

e We must reaffirm our conviction that God alone is 
the Lord of life; and 

© We must emulate the example of Jesus who taught 


confronts our selfish compromise and comfort. Jesus was 
murdered in His total innocence, and neither love nor 
justice had anything to do with His killing. The act of love 
was Jesus’ acceptance and forgiveness of its malevolence, 
His compassion unto death, that has moved untold 
generations to the redemptive pity and responsive love 
that makes conversion possible. 


People who sneer at Christianity because we who are its 
Church have not lived up to the vision of Jesus for us are 
denying our human fallibility more than His vision. 
When one is earthbound it is hard to grasp what it is that 
motivates the person who is reaching for God from the 
inner recesses of his or her being and is living or 
attempting to live by quite different assumptions. 


IN HIS reflection on the Lord’s prayer. J. Neville 
Ward says that the Christian church sees an intimate 
connection between the cross of Jesus and forgiveness. 
When we say ‘‘Christ died for our sins,’’ to bring us 
forgiveness, it is a Christian way of saying ‘‘that He lived 
and died, loved and taught, to bring us the certainty of 
God’s unending love which no sin can interrupt. The 
choice of his death rather than His life as the dominant 
image of this is due to the fact that His death completed His 
commitment to His task in the most dramatic and 
convincing way open to man, since He could have 
avoided His death by surrendering His task. The moment 
of His death was the moment of His finished work in that

and practiced the forgiveness of injustice, who came to 
“‘give his life as a ransom for many’’ (Mark 10:45). 


The many authors who favor the death penalty 
generally offer one or more of these reasons: it is a fitting 
repayment for serious crime; it serves as a deterrent to 
others considering major crimes; and it is economically 
feasible: i.e., it is cheaper to put someone to death than to 
take care of him or her the rest of the person’s life. 


If we truly want peace, we must defend life. If we 
deeply desire life, we must uphold the dignity of every 
human person, no matter how much that person has 
failed, no matter how distorted that individual’s view of 
life might be, no matter‘how outrageous the crime might 
have been which the person committed. 

WE MUST defend life at every level, wherever life is 
being threatened: before birth, at birth, where persons 
suffer poverty, alienation, injustice, and at life’s ending. 

Morality is first of all conformity to the image of Jesus 
Christ. The story of God’s redemptive and forgiving love 
is manifested in the life of His Son. We must model our 
life on His life: only to this extent can we call ourselves 
moral human beings.

The execution did not take place but a moral question 


until that moment it was still possible for Him to abandon 


God and us.”’ 


Living on the Christian assumptions, Ward continues, 
“‘means accepting the tensions involved between God’s 
love and the world’s evil.’’ It is Jesus on the cross who 
enables us to perceive the loving hand of God in the 
unfolding of our life’s plan and to have faith that 
somehow He may be trusted to bring us through the 
darknesses and pains to confirming illumination and joy. 
Jesus on the cross assures us that death is not the end, that 
goodness and love can never be destroyed but will always 
rise to defeat evil in ways we do not dream of. 


If we do not understand all of this and hear words of 
love used to describe the crucifixion, I suppose it is not 
unlikely that we may become confused and draw hasty, 
erroneous conclusions and misinterpret the meaning of 
the cross in Christianity. It is also possible, of course, to 
deliberately misinterpret it because we do have an inkling, 
a glimmer, of the truth, and cannot bear the fear it brings 
— primarily the fear of change and the admission of 
inadequacy. 


THE STORY of Jesus is not a fairy tale but a 
profoundly realistic experience of life as it is and is likely 
to continue to be and an illumination of how that life can 
and must be when it is lived in increasing awareness of 
and unity with God and offered as completely as we are 
able, for His glory rather than our own.

e 1977: The State of California reinstates the death 
penalty (the same year Gary Gilmore was executed in the 
State of Utah); 

¢ 1978; The State of California hears a capital case 
which carries the death penalty; 

e 1981: The State of California Supreme Court rules 
that the death penalty for Robert Harris is appropriate 
and just; 

e 1982: The Federal review begins of the Robert 
Harris case; and 


¢ Now: Where do you stand?

WASHINGTON (NC) — A U.S. Catholic 
Conference official expressed ‘‘extreme distress’’ at the 
news that an appeals court in El Salvador had delayed the 
trial of five ex-members of the country’s National Guard 
accused of the murders of four American churchwomen. 


The official, Father J. Bryan Hehir, director of the 
USCC’s Office of International Justice and Peace, told a 
House subcommittee March 17 that the delays in the trial 
show the country’s lack of progress on human rights even 
though the Reagan administration has been using human 
rights progress as a criterion for continued U.S. military 
aid. 

‘“WE DON’T feel terribly enthused after (the appeals 
court’s) decision about the state of human rights,’’ said 
Father Hehir. He also noted that the effort to bring justice 
in the case of the churchwomen is a symbol for other 
murder victims in El Salvador who have no one to press 
their cases. 


Father Hehir appeared before the House 
Appropriations Committee’s foreign operations 
subcommittee primarily to give the same testimony that 
Archbishop James A. Hickey of Washington had 
delivered on behalf of the U.S. bishops 10 days earlier to a 
separate House committee. 


But he also expanded on the U.S. bishops’ support for 
‘‘dialogue, ceasefire and negotiations’ and stressed that 
the bishops have shifted from opposing all military aid to 
recognizing the possible need for limited military aid as 
part of a diplomatic settlement to the Salvadoran civil 
war. 


FATHER HEHIR said the United States is at a 
crossroads in its policy toward El Salvador, but also noted 
that new signals from the Reagan administration, 
primarily in testimony the day before by Secretary of 
State George Shultz, seem to be pointing toward a 
political emphasis. 


“The key question is whether the policy will be 
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USCC distressed at Salvador court ruling 


primarily political and diplomatic with some military 
component or whether it will primarily be military with a 


political facade,’’ Father Hehir said. 


The priest noted the importance of the United States in 
promoting dialogue and negotiations in El Salvador and 
said there will be no political dialogue there until the 
United States ‘‘legitimates”’ it. 


HE SAID that in the past two years several countries, 
such as Mexico, Venezuela and France, have offered to 
foster dialogue between the warring parties, only to be 
discouraged by the United States from following through. 


Because of that, according to Father Hehir, the United 
States needs now to send a signal that it will not oppose 
such efforts or embarrass any country that tries to take 
such. steps. 


The bishops, like President Reagan, do not support 
negotiations aimed at power sharing unless that is what 
the Salvadoran people want, said Father Hehir. But he 
also remarked that the bishops support negotiations 
centered on ‘‘something between simply inviting people 
to lay down their arms and power sharing.”’ 


ALSO CRITICIZING the Salvadoran appeals court 
decision at the House hearing was Michael H. Posner, 
who has been the attorney for the families of the four slain 
churchwomen. He called the decision “‘a significant step 
backward.’’ 


Posner questioned the view that the court decision 
amounted to little more than a technicality and said 
instead that it showed a ‘‘shocking pattern of official 
indifference, incompetence and ill will’? by the 
Salvadoran government in the case. 


Asked by subcommittee Chairman Clarence D. Long 
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(D-Md.) whether the State Department and the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation were involved in a ‘‘cover-up”’ in 
the cases, Posner said there ‘‘certainly was a lack of 
cooperation’”’ and added that the families were attempting 
to force the U.S. government to release evidence that it 
had gathered but refused to make public. 

ANOTHER WITNESS, Aryeh Neier, vice chairman 
of Americas Watch, a human rights group, theorized that 
the reason the human rights situation does not improve in 
El Salvador is that the country’s security forces know the 
Reagan administration wants to send military aid ‘“‘come 
what may.’’ 

He added, ‘‘When push comes to shove, they know 
they can ignore our lectures and that we are going to 
continue our support.”’ 


Priest in dispute is moved 


ARLINGTON, Va. (NC) — Msgr. Richard J. Burke, 
pastor of Holy Spirit Parish in Annandale, Va., where a 
controversy resulted in parishioners’ complaints to the 
apostolic delegate, has been transferred to another post 
for health reasons, according to the Diocese of Arlington. 


Some parishioners at Holy Spirit, in the Washington 
suburbs, had complained last fall to Archbishop Pio 
Laghi, apostolic delegate in the United States, following 
disputes with Msgr. Burke and Bishop Thomas J. Welsh 
of Arlington. 


The parishioners, Concerned Members of Holy Spirit 
Community, had disagreed with Bishop Welch and Msgr. 
Burke over the role of the laity in parish decision-making 
and the pastor’s dismissal of the parish council, which was 
replaced by an advisory board. 


Archbishop Laghi urged the parishioners, pastor and 
bishop to resolve the matter locally.

Adults are reached when they bring 
their children to the church for the 
sacraments of initiation. Parents are 
required to attend meetings in ‘‘updated 
theology so they can be involved in their 
children’s training,’’ Sister of Mercy 
Helen Gilsdorf said. 


“WE FEEL it is not just the CCD’s or 
the school’s job to teach children. It’s a 
joint effort,’’ Father Mullarkey said in 
defense of the adult education program. 


‘‘We don’t pretend CCD can do the 
whole thing,’’ Sister Helen said. 


Several family celebrations are held in 
connection with each sacrament. ‘‘Before 
the child makes his First Communion 
there are five family celebrations,’’ she 
said, The events, held in the church, are 


‘‘non-Eucharistic liturgies to celebrate 
Christian family life in a_ liturgical 
setting,’’ Sister Helen said. Even parents 
who ‘‘resent’”’ the involvement required 
of them admit the family orientation is 
worth it, she said. 


ST. CHARLES used to have ‘‘wild’’ 
celebrations when about 300 first 
communicants were welcomed into the 
Church in one ceremony. To deal with 
that, first communions are now family- 
only events held on Saturdays in the 
church. 


“T do miss that parish dimension,”’ 
Sister Helen said.

gross social and economic, injustices. It 
then repeated Pope: Paul VI’s guarded 
approval of armed insurrection contained 
in the- social encyclical, Populorum 
Progressto: 


‘‘An insurrection is legitimate in the 
very exceptional case of evident and 
prolonged tyranny that seriously attacks 
the rights of the person and dangerously 
harms the common good of the country, 
whether it proceeds from one person or 
from evidently unjust structures.’ 


THIS IS still interpreted by the 
guerrillas and the government and their 
various supporters as justification for 
violent overthrow of the state. 


This interpretation, however, is 
incorrect, according to his successor, 
Archbishop Arturo Rivera Damas of San 
Salvador. 

‘‘He is used as a political symbol, as a 
man who launched other men to violence. 
This view is unjust,’’ said Archbishop 


Rivera Damas. He and other . 


archdiocesan officials say that Archbishop 
Romero justified insurrection in theory 
but did not say that it was morally 
justifiable in El Salvador. 

“HE BACKED the right to rebel 
against tyranny as a last resort, but he 
said he did not know if the proper 
conditions existed in El Salvador,’’ said 
one archdiocesan official. 


The officials say that the 1979 pastoral 


also listed the conditions needed to justify 
insurrection and said that in practice it is 
difficult to meet all these conditions. 


‘The Christian is pacific and is not 
ashamed to be. He is not simply a 
pacifist, because he is able to fight, but he 
prefers peace to war. He knows that 
sudden and violent changes of structures 
would be deceptive, ineffective in 
themselves, and certainly not in 
agreement with the dignity of the 
people,’? said Archbishop Romero’s 
pastoral letter. 


POPE JOHN Paul prayed at the tomb 
of Archbishop Romero March 6. At a 
homily later in the day the pope also 
praised him as a faithful servant of the 
Church, but warned: 


‘In remembering him, I ask that his 
memory always be respected and that no 
ideological interest try to use as an 
instrument his sacrifice as a pastor given 


to his local church.” - 


WARSAW, Poland (NC) — Lech 
Walesa, head of the illegal Solidarity 
labor union, met for 25 minutes on 
March 19 in Warsaw with Poland’s 
primate, Cardinal Jozef Glemp. The 
formal reason for the meeting, which took 


place at the prelate’s residence, was 
Walesa’s desire to convey name-day 
greetings to Cardinal Glemp on the feast 
of St. Joseph. But press reports speculated 
that the two men had also discussed the 
visit of Pope John Paul IJ to his 
homeland, scheduled for June 16-22, 
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at the school, she said.

will notice a wide variety of worshipers, 
“‘traditional and modern.”’ 


Father Navarra has incorporated Aztec 
dances into feast day liturgies. ‘‘We use 
culture and faith to express our liturgy,’’ 
he said, and that has attracted Hispanics 
to the church. 


‘*OUR CHALLENGE is for 
(Hispanic) people to attend non-liturgical 
events,’” he said. What began as a 
Spanish-language Bible class has evolved 
into a ‘‘sacramental, Biblical prayer 
time.’’ Now, he said, the goal of the adult 
program is ‘‘to make people more aware 
of God’s salvation.”’ 


Newark bishop 
suspends priest 


NEWARK (NC) — Archbishop Peter 
L. Gerety Mar. 17 suspended a priest 
who refused to comply with a transfer 
order. Father Paul Wickens, 52, said the 
transfer was ‘“‘politically motivated’’ and 
a “‘punishment’’ for his long-standing 
conservative opposition to many 
archdiocesan practices and programs. 


He has petitioned the Vatican’s 
Congregation for the Clergy on the issue.

The: Thorn Birds is an Australian domestic saga, the 
story of the Cleary family and more particularly the story 
of the illicit love between Meggie Cleary and handsome, 
ambitious Father Ralph de Bricassart, later an archbishop 
and cardinal. 

THE TELEVISION version, skipping the book’s

Though old 
enough to be Ralph’s grandmother, Mary had designs on 
him herself, and it was only after he laughingly kept her at 
a distance for years — despite her dangling the glittering 
prize of Drogheda before him — that she finally made her 
grand gesture toward Paddy and his family. 


ABOUT THE time that Meggie blossoms into a 
beautiful young woman (played by Rachel Ward), Mary, 
nursing her grievances and giving up on Ralph’s body, 
concocts a plan to snare his soul. Her stratagem involves a 
secret will, leaving Drogheda to the Church, and a 
mocking challenge from beyond the grave that will force 
Ralph to choose between his love for Meggie and his hope 
for advancement. Ralph succumbs, giving Mary the last 
laugh, even if she gets it posthumously, and failing 
Meggie — for the first time but not for the last. 


As Ralph’s career rapidly advances, Meggie drifts into 
a loveless marriage and leaves Drogheda for tropical 


Film: The Man from Snowy River

Like the herd of wild horses that occasionally stampedes 
through this film, The Man From Snowy River 
overwhelms the audience with old-fashioned ideas and 
simple emotions. It may strike some as corny, but there is 
a lot to be said for this film which is engrossing, fast- 
paced, refreshing and charming. 


And I say this after having decided I had no desire to 
see the film. However, I recently found myself with a 
choice on a United Airlines flight, some 37,000 feet up in 
the air: watch The Man From Snowy River or sleep. I am 
glad I did not sleep. 

THE FILM has a disarming directness about it and 
though Kirk Douglas plays two roles, even his well-known 
face gets another chance in the context of this imported 
Australian adventure. 


Snowy River resembles some of our better eee 
western films, but this work bears little resemblance to the 
horse operas that kids of yore used to frequent on 
Saturday afternoons. 


The two-fisted men here are not packing pistols, and 
the conflict revolves around neither Indians nor cattle 
rustlers. 


THIS IS a much better tale of a young man who works 
out a living in the mountains with his father until he dies 
suddenly. Faced by the challenge of other mountain men 
to prove himself in the flatlands, Jim Craig (Tom 
Burlinson) rides down to the local ranch where he 
becomes an invaluable worker because of his knowledge 
of horses and cattle and his fierce initiative. 


His natural savvy and straight-forwardness also charm 
the ladies and before long the ranch owner Harrison (Kirk 
Douglas in one of his two roles) finds that his daughter is 
in love with Jim. 
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Douglas also plays his gold- digging brother Spur who 
has become something of a hermit in the foothills. The 
two are not brought together until late in the film when a 
third party forces Douglas, the rancher, to disclose to all 
just what caused the parting of the two brothers. 

AS THE rancher Douglas plays an upwardly mobile 
snob, fearful that his daughter Jessica is not his own and 
that Craig will persuade her to marry him. As the gold- 
mining brother, he is a bearded chum of a fellow ready to 
make a pal out of anyone who crosses his path. 

Burlinson, as the young hero, is refreshingly 
unHollywood-looking and somewhat arrogant. And 
arrogance is in these days, everywhere you go. 

Sigrid Thorton blends the ferocity of a wild cat and the 


softness of a country girl in the role of Jessica, the only ; 


daughter of the rancher. 

QUITE STARTLING and beautiful is the herd of 
wild horses that passes over the mountains and plains like 
a scourge and a metaphor of fate. 


Filmed against a setting of mountains, wilderness and 
textured blue sky that rivals an old Dutch painting for 
detail, The Man From Snowy River is a handsome film to 
watch. 

IT HAS been rated PG by the Motion Picture 
Association; it has not been rated by the U.S. Catholic 
Conference. However, it is obviously a good film for the 
family, except for very young children.

Queensland where she suffers much. Ralph comes back to 


Australia from Rome as apostolic delegate just in time to 
be at her side when she gives birth to a daughter. 
Sometime later, the inevitable occurs. Ralph, who has 
been fighting against his love and desire for years, gives in 
at last, and they spend an idyllic few days together before 
Ralph, after some agonizing, goes back to Rome. 


Meggie leaves her husband and returns to Drogheda, 
where a few months later she gives birth to Dane, Ralph’s 
son. Now Meggie has what she. wants at last, but the one 
she has always thought of as her antagonist, God, turns 
out to have other ideas. Dane (Philip Anglim), the fruit of 
illicit love grown to manhood, aspires to the priesthood 
with a purity and fervor that his father never had. 

SUBTLETY WAS not the strong point of the bookg 
and it’s even less evident in the television version. All the 
main characters are walking obsessions, with Ralph, the 
complicated one, distinguished by having two instead of 
one. 


Though the Church figures so prominently in things, 
Miss McCullough seems to know precious little about it. 
Thus the vaulting ambition that is one of Ralph’s 
obsessions remains quite unspecific. He becomes a 
Vatican bureaucrat, and he seems to spend all of his time 
strolling in gardens or sipping tea or sherry in an ornate 
room, always in full regalia. (No cleric ever, anywhere, 
anytime, in The Thorn Birds would think of wearing a 
plain old black suit.) 


In moral terms, as well as aesthetic, The Thorn Birds 
falls short principally because it attempts to deal with a 
serious subject without having the resources to do it 
justice. It’s a romance. Its theme is impossible love, and 
its focus is upon its suffering heroine. Unlike Shogun, 
there is nothing malicious or deliberately wrongheaded 
about it. It takes the Church quite seriously. It takes the 
priesthood quite seriously. Its failure lies in subordinating 
the moral issues it raises to a celebration of the plight of its 
heroine. And even here, as in all else, it sticks resolutely to 
the surface of things. 


THE THORN BIRDS is strictly adult fare, suitable? 
only for those mature enough to deal with its 
inadequacies. The very few scenes involving sex are 


relatively restrained in comparison to what’s shown in ; 


feature films, but they’re graphic for network television. 
There is also an absurd and ludicrous early scene 
involving a nude Father Ralph being spied upon by Mary 
Carson.

lifelong bondage.”’ 


‘ THE JUBILEE year in the San Diego ‘ 


diocese will officially begin Mar. 24 at 
6:30 p.m., when the priests of the diocese, 
will gather with Bishop Leo T. Maher for 
the Mass of the Holy Chrism, to be 


‘celebrated this year at Sacred Heart 


Church in Coronado. The bishop has 
invited a representative delegation from 
each parish throughout the diocese to 
participate, ‘‘so that we can visibly 
express our spiritual union as local church 
with the successor of Peter.’’ 

There are three necessary conditions to 
gain the Holy Year indulgence, noted 
Bishop Maher (an indulgence is the 


‘ partial or full remission of the penalties 


due to sins which have already been 
forgiven): 

“These three necessary conditions...must 
be linked...either to a diocesan 
community celebration (Mass, Liturgy of 
the Word, Liturgy of the Hours, 
penitential service, solemn administration 
of baptism or of the other sacraments, the 
stations of the cross, a parish mission, 
days of spiritual renewal) or a visit to one 
of the specified ‘jubilee churches,’ ’’ said 
the bishop. 

THE SPECIAL churches designated 
by Bishop Maher are: St. Joseph 
Cathedral, San Diego; Our Lady of Mt. 
Carmel, San Ysidro; Mission Basilica 
San Diego de Alcala in Mission Valley; 
St. James Church, Solana Beach; and 
Our Lady of Guadalupe Church, 
Calexico. 


These five diocesan ‘‘churches of 
pilgrimage,’’ said Bishop Maher, 
““symbolize our spiritual journey towards 
God.’’ To gain the indulgence, said the 
bishop, the faithful must, ‘‘during this 
pilgrimage...spend some time in 


meditation, renew one’s faith by reciting 
the Creed and an Our Father and pray for 
the pope’s intentions.”’

Some six million pilgrims are expected to 
journey to Rome for the Jubilee, adding 
to the crowding and shortages already 
caused by the city’s usual 12 million 
annual visitors. 

Pilgrims in Rome must visit one of the 
four patriarchal basilicas to gain the 
indulgence. They are: St. Peter’s in the 


Vatican; St. John Lateran; St. Paul’s: 


Outside the Walls; St. Mary Major 
(pilgrims may also visit one of the 
catacombs or the Basilica of Santa Croce). 


IN ADDITION, multi-lingual 
Stations of the Cross will be held in St. 
Peter’s Square every Friday morning, 
and the pope’s regular. Wednesday 
audiences will take on an added spiritual 
dimension with congregational singing 
and periods of prayer. 

Here in the diocesan cathedral, extra 
time for confessions, Sunday afternoon 
holy hours with Benediction of the Blessed 
Sacrament, and special prayer intentions 
at all Masses, will mark the holy year 
observance, said Msgr. Rudolph 
Galindo, the rector. 


But plans at St. Joseph Cathedral are . 


not yet complete, said Msgr. Galindo, 
because of the suddenness with which the 
news came. Much the same experience 
was shared by Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert 
E. Chavez, pastor of Our Lady of Mt. 


' Carmel Church in San Ysidro; Msgr. 
Mark Medaer of Our Lady of Guadalupe — 


in Calexico; and Msgr. I. Brent Eagen, 
pastor of Mission San Diego de Alcala. 


“WE WANT to see what other 
churches and other dioceses are doing and 
then adjust to that reality,’’ said Bishop 
Chavez. 


“It’s really too early to tell yet,’’ said 
Msgr. Eagen; Msgr. Medaer said the 
Holy Year “‘will take its course; we’ll 
encourage our people to pray and 
organize individual observances through 
pulpit announcements and the parish 
bulletin.”’ 
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The meditation room at St. James 


Church in Solana Beach will have the 


Holy Year as its theme, said the pastor, 
Msgr. William B. Spain. 


MSGR. SPAIN has a large collection 


of original and rare facsimile documents 
dating back to the first holy year of 1300

for the Jubilee will be readily available. 


Pope John Paul has put a heavy

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frequent penitential services, (and) the 
presence of priests in the main churches 
who will insure that at any hour of the day 
individuals can receive the sacrament of 
penance.”’ 


Noting that the Church views the 
Virgin Mary as the image of what the 
Church itself hopes to attain, the pontiff 
invited the bishops in their own dioceses 
to use ‘‘all...that aim(s) at preserving and 


fostering in people’s hearts filial devotion’ 


to the Blessed Virgin.”’ 


ESPECIALLY DEAR to the pontiff is 
the rosary, because through it we can 
contemplate the life of Christ and ‘‘see 
how the word of God entered, by a 
merciful decree, into the world of man 
and accomplished the redemption,’’ he 
said, 

The Holy Year is a “‘call to repentance 
and renewal,’’ said the pope, a call 
‘‘meant to leave its mark upon the whole 
life of the Church and of Christians, for it 
is meant to inspire a renewed resolve to 
come to maturity in that charity that does 
the truth and promotes justice.’’ 


In a Mar. 3 letter to the people of the 
diocese, Bishop Maher echoed the same 
sentiment: ‘‘It is my prayer as Bishop of 
the Diocese of San Diego that these 
coming months will be a time of grace, 
spiritual growth and renewal for us all. It 
is my prayer that this Year of 
Redemption will truly be a Holy Year.”’ 


IN DECLARING 1983 a Holy Year 
marking the 1,950th anniversary of 
Christ’s redemption, Pope John Paul 
alluded to Pope Pius XI, who in 1933 
““decreed that the 19th centenary of the 
redemption should be 
celebrated...without going into the 
question of the exact date of the Lord’s 
crucifixion.”’ 


The traditional dating of the crucifixion 
is usually put at the year 33, however, so 
the numbering of this anniversary would 
appear to be correct. 

“*The Holy Year is set aside especially 
for God, and has a long history among 
both Jews and Christians,’’ noted Msgr. 
Spain. 

MOSAIC LAW prescribed a jubilee 
year once every 50 years, he said, and in 


cultivated, slaves were to be freed, and 
ancestral lands which had been sold were 
to be returned to the families which 
orginally owned them. 


The first Holy Year of 1300 was 
followed by one every 50 years until Pope 
Paul II in 1470 reduced the interval to 
every 25 years, said Msgr. Spain. Only 
twice, in 1800 and 1850, has the 
celebration been omitted. 


The Holy Years have always been 
associated with spiritual renewal, but 
have also been marked in the arts, noted 
Msgr. Spain, whose limited facsimiles 
(each one from a special set of only 50) of 
some rare Holy Year documents date 
from the 1950 jubilee under Pope Pius 
XII. 


THE POET Dante and the painter 
Giotto came to Rome for the first Jubilee 
and drew upon their experiences; the 
Divine Comedy and paintings in the 
Lateran basilica can be traced to the 
Roman pilgrimage made by each. 


Skeptics, as they always do, said last 
fall that Pope John Paul decreed the Holy 
Year to offset operating losses by the 
Church’s central administration. But 
Archbishop Mario Schierano, who heads 
the Vatican committee coordinating the 
Jubilee, said in Rome recently that “‘if it 
had been for that reason, we wouldn’t be 
celebrating it all over the world 
simultaneously, something which doesn’t 
serve to bring people to Rome. It is a 
spiritual event, and will be celebrated as 
such.”’ 


The 1975 Holy Year, he noted, 
resulted in losses for the Vatican. Just 
opening new sections of the Vatican 
Museums to display its collection of 
inspirational art means new construction 
and restructuring other galleries, and 
paying extra attendants and guides. 


REGARDLESS OF the extra expense, 
said one Vatican official, ‘‘this pope is an 
ascetic, and the notion of a Holy Year fits 
right into everything he has always said. 
He often talks about the dignity of the 
human person redeemed by Christ and 
the need for us to recognize our value and 
the value of everyone else. The Holy Year 
will make us think about that.”’

As Flannery, 81, walked by the empty 
cathedral steps, he doffed his hat to the 
church. The cardinal emerged about 20 
minutes later to watch the rest of the 
parade. 


THE 
famed First Battalion, 69th Infantry, 
42nd Division of the New York National 
Guard, led the parade as it has done every 
year since 1851. But regular Army units 
stayed away under orders from the 
Defense Department, and more than 20 
Catholic schools in the area barred their 
bands from participation.

Compensatory Education. Grants 
extended through that office recognize 
“that certain children, by reason of 
geographical location and other factors, 
aren’t getting enough aid,”’ Doyle said. 
These grants often go to inner- city 
schools. 


THE MONEY didn’t have to be spent 
on computers, but Doyle opted-for the 
new technology because ‘‘our children 
historically have not received the quality 
education that kids in other city areas 
have. I didn’t want them to be behind 
their peers, so it was vital that they got’’ 
computer training, he said. 


~ One of the older diocesan computer 
programs began in 1974 at Marian High 
School. A grant paid for their first 
TRS-80 machine. ‘“‘That whetted our 
appetite,’’ Dennis Gorsich, math 
department chairman, said. 


This January the Imperial Beach high 
school doled out the money to buy seven 
VIC-20 units, which Gorsich described as 
“popular, inexpensive and good for 
beginning programing courses.’’ 


THE SCHOOL has a three-year plan 
to upgrade the system and to eventually 
make computer courses part of the 
graduation requirement, Gorsich said. 


Administrators are pleased with the 
Apple Corporation’s decision to put one 
of its computers in every school in the 
state. Doyle called it ‘‘brilliant business.’’ 
Apple negotiated a years-long tax write- 
off with the state in exchange for the 
computers. 


Some of Apple’s software (the 
instructions or programs given to the 
computer) include a ‘‘game”’ feature. In 
reward for a correct answer, the student 
may try to shoot a jet off of the screen. 
Educators have strong reservations about 
the games. 


BLESSED SACRAMENT has no 
games “‘because there isn’t a great deal 
you learn from that’’ Bennett said. 
“Getting to shoot down a jet after you get 
something right is inconsistent with our 
peace and justice curriculum,”’ he added. 


St. Jude’s Doyle is ‘‘educationally 
opposed’’ to game-time on_ school 
computers. ‘I want the children to learn 
clearly that it is not a toy. It’s a tool. 
When you and I work every day we don’t 
get a break every 30 seconds and I don’t 
want the kids to think that’s what will 
happen,”” he said.

Even without games, students are 
enraptured with the units because ‘‘the 
computer is a very patient teacher,”’ 
Bennett said. His thoughts were echoed 
by Mrs. Troyk, who said children 
respond positively to the ‘‘positive 
feedback’’ given by computers. ‘‘Keep it 
up’’ is one response given for a correct 
answer. Computers ‘‘guide...not chide’’ 
students with incorrect answers. 


EVEN THOSE schools without 
computers are excited with their 
potential. At Sacred Heart School in 
Brawley, where two computers have been 
ordered, the principal said he can tell the 
students want the tools. 


“Computers are kind of a craze, 
somewhat like the (video) games. We 
want to capitalize on that excitement,”’ 
Bill Murphy, the principal, said. 

Most schools face three problems with 
the new technology — money, training 
and time, said Dr. Susan Zgliczynski, 
assistant professor in the School of 
Education at University of San Diego. 
This winter she led two days of 
mandatory in-service training for 
diocesan principals. 


IDEALLY, THE diocese needs to 
offer a training program for teachers. The 
educators need time to develop computer 
activities, Dr. Zgliczynski said. 

At the very least the diocese should see 
that all teachers are minimally trained in 
computer operation and then have each 
teacher find one area where computers 
would help reach their students, she

suggested. 


It’s unrealistic to hope that one day all 
diocesan schools will have the same brand 
of computers, she said. San Diego City 
Schools. have Apple computers and 
standardized mathematics software. That 
kind of organization ‘‘is going to be 
difficult for Catholic schools’’ with fewer 
funding sources than their public school 
counterparts, she said. 


THE DIOCESE is adopting a 
cautious, slow approach to computers, 
Father Dennis Clark, superintendent of 
schools, said. ‘‘It’s an area in which smart 
people are going slowly,’”’ he said. 
“‘Costly errors’? can be made in the 
“‘very new field,’’ he said. 


“‘The field is in so embryonic a state 
that it is not possible to make a lot of 
decisions now,’’ Father Clark added. His 
goal is to. encourage educators to gain 
computer literacy and to stay current in 
the field. 


Developing software- with standard 
curriculum for diocesan schools will be 
possible in the spring when each school 
gets a free Apple computer, but Father 
Clark says that is ‘‘not particularly 
desirable.”’ 


JUST AS the schools are not required 
to use the same textbooks, they should not 
be forced to use the same computer 
materials. Principals and teachers should 
feel free to investigate the ‘‘infinite 
variety of software there is to choose 
from,’’ Father Clark believes. 


Parental notice effort praised 


WASHINGTON (NC) — The 
director of the U.S. bishops’ pro-life 
office has praised two U.S. senators who 
are challenging a court decision blocking 
new federal regulations on _ parental 
notification for contraceptives. 


The two senators, Orrin Hatch 
(R-Utah) and Jeremiah Denton (R-Ala.) 
announced Mar. 24 that they would ask 
the federal appeals court to lift a New 
York injunction against the the so-called 
“‘squeal’’ rule, which provided that 
parents be notified when their teenage 
daughters receive contraceptives from 
federally funded clinics.

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Activities, said the rule is urgently needed 
to protect the rights of parents in the 
upbringing of their children. Planned 
Parenthood and allied groups are 
opposed. 


“Even at their best current family 
planning programs seem based on a 
narrow approach which relies too heavily 
on medical technology as a ‘quick fix’ for 
the complex social problems of adolescent : 
pregancy,’’ said Father Bryce. 


Hatch cited statistics from his home 
state of Utah, which in 1981 implemented 
a parental consent rule for contraceptives. 
Since then, he said, both the number of 
teens using government-financed family 
planning clinics and the rate of adolescent 
pregnancies has fallen.
